MINE DEATH 
TOLL UP TO 
THIRTY-NINE 


More Bodies Taken Out of 
Ontario Shaft as Result of 
Blaze Friday 


TIMMINS ont) Feb. 12. - Re- 
ports were received from the Hollin- 
ger gold mine tonight that the 
bodies of thirty more of the miners 
trapped underground when fre 
broke out Friday morning have been 
recovered, making the death toll of 
the disaster thirty-nine with all ac- 
counted for. Twelve were brought 
out alive yesterday. 

Mine officials determined by « check 
that fifty-one men were unable to 
leave the workings before smoke and 
gas cut off escape. 

One of those rescued, N. Patchick, 
told from his hospital cot how he 
tried to warn fellow-workers when he 
smelled the smoke and how a small 
party was driven from one shaft to 
another by deadly gases as they 
sought to reach exits. 

Finally, he said, seven of them im- 
provised gas masks by soaking their 
shirts in Water, broke a compressed 
air line and turned the pipe so it 
partly blew the smoke and gas from 
them while they awaited the rescu- 
ing party.

And Explorers of 1928 Have 
Discovered Her Secret by 
Entering Rich Tomb 


Bodies of Slain Servants Lie 
All About and Grave of 
Her Husband Rifled 


PHILADELI HIA, Feb. 12. (Y- Dis- 
covery of the tomb of a Sumerian 
Queen, which apparently was left un- 
disturbed by vandals who plundered 
her royal husband's grave near by 
some 5000 years ago, has given to 
the joint expedition of the museum 
of the University of Pennsylvania 
and the British Museum, the richest 
treasures thus far found in Ur of 
the Chaldees, says a report received 
from Ur by the university. 

In the newly discovered graye were 
lying not only the body of the Queen, 
whose name, Shub-Ad, appeared on 
a cylinder seal she wore, but also 
two crowns of gold and lapis, gold 
finger rings, necklaces, amulets, 
richly decorated cloak, innumerdble 
ellver and stone vases and a variety 
of other excellent examples of early 
Sumerian art. 


ONE TOMB RIFLED 

The Queen's tomb was found 
abutting on the first tomb, which, 
although empty, is believed to be that 
of the King. and in the middle was 
a burial pit containing the bodies 
of more than fifty men and women 
and resembling in many respects the 
burial pit which the archeologists 
previously had found in the level di- 
rectly above. 

While the contents of the Queen’ 
tomb were intact, the adjoining tomb 
of the King had been broken into 
and plundered. On the basis of evi- 
dence they found, the archeologists 
have concluded that the very per- 
eons who buried the Queen made her 
interment the occasion of robbing 
her husband's grave. 

In addition to their value from 
en archeological standpoint, the 
two tombs contribute information 
of great importance for the history 
of architecture, in that both tombs 
had doorways crowned a true 
serch of baked bricks and their cham- 
bers were Vaulted with arches of 
which a few rings still remained. 


OLDEST ARCH 

Heretofore, the report states, the 
oldest arch known in the world was 
found over a drain dating back to 
the Third Millennium, BC. It was 
discovered in Nippur by the univer- 
sity’s expedition at that ancient city. 

“Excavation ‘of the tombs in Ur,” 
says the report, “now reveals that 
Corbel voulting, the true arch and 
the dome, all were familiar to the 
Sumerian builder and were carried 
out both ip brick and stone in the 
Fourth Millennium, BC. 

“Discovery of the two tombs and 
of the lower burial pit, was preceded 
by the excavation of the level above, 
which contained among other things 
a gold herp, a decorated chariot and 
the bodies of more than ae score of 
men and women.” 

In this upper grave the archeolo- 
gists found a very large wooden box, 
believed to be a clothes chest. Un- 
derneath thir box they found bricks 
which belonged to the broken vault 
of a great stone-bullt tomb. The 
vault had been broken into and 
plundered, but the box which be- 
longed to the upper grave had not 
beep disturbed, although it stood di 
rectly over the bole. a 

“Indeed, it looked very much as 
if the box had been put in this par- 
ticular place to conceal the fact of 
sacrilege,” said the report. “The sac- 
teelf. 

SOLDIERS SLAIN 


“Digging down and around the 
tomb,” the report continued, “we 
found that it stood in a corner ot a 
large pit corresponding roughly to 
the afca of the upper-grave shaft and 
lying some five feet below it. This 
lower pit, too, was a place of offer- 
ings and funeral sacrifice and in 
many ways was a counterpart of the 
upper grave. 

“A sloping ramp led down into the 
pit, and on the slope lay the bodies 
of six soldiers of the guard with their 


mets and their spears should . 
They had been killed in their pla 
to remain as warders of the tomb. 

“Two lumbering four-wheeled wag- 
ons had been backed down the slope 
and stood ranged alongside each oth- 
er at the end of the pit. Each wag- 
on was drawn by three oxen whose 
okeletons lay stretched at the ramp's 
foot. The grooms lay dead at the heads 
of the oxen; the drivers were across 
the seats of the wagons. 


LADIES OF HAREM 

“The rest of the grave area was 
literally a shambles, for in the nar- 
row space were strewn fifty bodies 
of those sacrificed to the spirit of 
their master. Along one side were 
men, their daggers on their hipe;

Giant Blast to 
Wreck Mountain 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 12.—Mt.

ever set off m California, will be ig- 


nited by experts of the California 
Portiand Cement Company at Col- 


ignited in a single blast would blow 
the mountain to dust, the charge will 
merely break the rock formation in 
the hill this permitting easier mining 
of the rock for the cement plant. The 
blast, however, to accomplish this 
purpose, must be “planted” scientifi- 
cally and exploded with a single de- 
tonation. Drillers are now sinking 
shafts into the mountain from the 
north side and within a few weeks a 
whole trainload of explosives will be 
placed in the scores of shafts. The 
explosives will be set.off by an elec- 
trical timing device assuring firing 
of the charges simultaneously. 

The date of the blast will probably 
be kept secret by the cement corpor- 
ation executives to prevent the gath- 
ering of a crowd to eee the explosion 
and the possible injuring of more 
reckless spectet rs. Nearly half of 
the mountain has been blasted away 
to feed the giant cement kilns. The 
forthcoming blast, however, will be by 
far the most pretentious set off since 
the beginning of operations more than 
thirty years ago.

STABILIZED DOLLAR 

Dr. Irving Fisher, sprightly Yale econ- 
omist, appears before the public with what 
seems to be a demonstration that his plan 
for a “stabilized dollar,“ which he advo- 
cated in 1919 and at various times since, 
has actually been adopted. Not only has 
the dollar been stabilized, says Dr. Fisher, 
upon the price-index standard, but it has 
become the standard of the world and all 
world currencies and price levels follow 

closely the American price level. 
Charts prepared by Dr. Fisher do show 


that the price levels of the principal coun- 


tries, except Germany, have taken a syn- 
chronous slide downward since 1926, but 
the drop is by no means so uniform as the 
full acceptance of the Fisher theory would 
seem to require. While American prices 
stand about at 95 compared with 1926, those 
of England are nearly at 90, of France near- 
ly at 80 and of Italy nearly at 76. This in- 
dicates that other factors are at work. 

On the other hand, Dr. Fisher quotes 
with approval words of Reginald McKenna, 
chairman of the Midland Bank, Ltd., and 
former Chancellor of the British Exchequer, 
who says the world is not on a gold but a 
“dollar standard,” and adds: “While an 


ounce of gold can always be exchanged for 
a definite number of dollars, the value of 
nothing to worry about.

This plan has been in contemplation by 
the Mussolini government for more than a 
year. It was first proposed by the grand 
council in November, 1927, when its main 
principle was announced as follows: 


Any system of national representa- _ 


tion must be based on the situation 
which actually exists in Italy—the sup- 
pression of all political parties hostile 
to Fascism, the existence of one politi- 
cal party functioning as the organ of 
the regime. 
This drastic policy has been the result of 
outspoken opposition to Fascism, and Fas- 
cism will brook no opposition. It feels 


bound to prevail even at the expense of the 


people by the withdrawal from them of the 
right to vote. Under the new plan the ma- 
jority of the ministers will be appointed by 
Mussolini, who intends to see to it that 
only the faithful shall be raised to office. 

Thus Italy ceases to have a representa- 
tive form of government. Democracy has 
been supplanted by bureaucracy, with abso- 
lute dictatorship at its head. Affairs have 
been tending in that direction for some 
years, but now the iron hand is clapped 
down upon Italy, and it f certain, accord- 
ing to the dispatches, that the present par- 
liamentary chamber will be the last demo- 
cratically elected.
